The Kolnische Zeitung asserts that Count 
von Bülow has also been appointed Prus- 
sian Minister, President, and Foreign Minis- 
ter. 

Report Generally Credited. 

Nothing is known positively about Prince 
Hohenlohe’s successor, although general 
credence is given to the- assertions of the 
Kolnische Zeitung respecting Count von 
Bülow. The Berliner Tageblatt mentions 
Prince Eulenburg. German Ambassador at 
Vienna, Prince Hohenlohe Langenburg, the 
Stadtholder at Strasburg, and Duke Trechen- 
berg as possible successors to the Chancel- 
orship. Count Hatzfeldt, German Ambassa- 
dor in London, is also named. It is suggested 
that if Count Bülow becomes Chancellor 
Prince Eulenberg might be assigned to the 
Foreign office. 

It is understood that Emperor William will 
send a special message regarding the Chinese 
situation to the Reichstag when that body 
convenes on Nov. 14, the date agreed upon 
today between Emperor William and Count 
von Bülow.

The Arbitration committee of the union was 
given full power to act in making an agree- 
ment with the Arbitration committee of the 
Iron league, the association of the contrac- 
tors. If a settlement is reached, and there 
is every reason to believe it will be, the union 
will withdraw from the council. . 

The two Arbitration committees meet to- 
morrow, and if they reach an agreement it 
is believed there will be no representatives 
of the union at the meeting of the Building. 
Trades council that night. The formal with- 
drawal will not take place until the meeting 
of the bridgemen next Wednesday night. 

The decision to secede was not reached 
until after four hours of bitter debate. There 
were many members of the unfon who op- 
posed withdrawal, and they fought with per- 
sistency against the decided majority which 
favored making an agreement with the con- 
tractors. 

There is a faint chanée of the union re- 
maining with the council, but this is consid- 
ered a forlorn hope even by the friends of the 
central body. It is contingent upon the 
failure of the two arbitration committees 
to reach an agreement, for there were cer- 
tain instructions given the committee which 
may block an adjustment. The most im- 
portant instruction is the one instructing the 
committee to insist on a wage scale of 
cents an hour. 

At the last joint meeting of the commit- 
tees the contractors proposed 45 cents an 
hour, but this was not acceptable to tRe 
members of the committee of the union. Ft 
is believed the contractors will concede the 
higher wage. The other instruction was to 
demand that the foreman be not a mem- 
ber of the arbitration committee, since under 
the proposed agreement he is to be the agent 
of the contractors. It is believed the con- 
tractors will also concede this point, in which 
event withdrawal is certain. 

In line with their purpose to withdraw 
from the council was the ignoring by the 
bridgemen of an inquiry from the hoisting 
engineers demanding information as to 
whether they proposed to live up to the rule 
of the Building Trades council, which debars 
any of its members from working on jobs 
where non-union men are employed, The 
demand was ignored. 

The fact that another union of bridge and 
structural tron workers was organized last 
night of members. of the Industrial union 
may have some influence in hastening the 


purpose of the regular union to seek an 


agreement with the contractors. The new 
union was organized at the rooms of the 
Industrial union, 205 Fifth avenue. There 
were about sixty present, and officers were 
chosen as follows: President, J. H. Hadley;

KILLED WHILE ON GUARD. 


‘FLAGMAN STATIONED AT DAN- 
GEROUS CROSSING RUN DOWN. 


John Scott, at His Post to Warn Fe- 


destrians and Drivers of Teams in 


Rogers Park, on the Milwaukee and 


St. Paul Road, Himself Becomes a 
Victim of the Evil That Has Been 
Se Much Complained Of by the Res- 
idents of That Locality. 


John Scott, who had been stationed as 
flagman for the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railroad for six weeks at Chase avenue 


in Rogers Park because of the recent agita-. 


tien against unsafe crossings, was killed by 
a south-bound passenger train at 6 o'clock 
last evening. His body was thrown sixty 
feet by the engine to the side of the track, 
where it was picked up badly mangled and 
removed to Weineschkirch's undertaking 
rooms, North Clark street. 

Scott, who was 75 years old, had just 
warned a carriage load of people that a train 
was coming when he stepped upon the track 
directly in front of the approaching engine. 
The engineer, J. Dugdale, did not see him in 
time to check the speed of the train. No 
arrests were made by the police. 

The watchman was placed at the crossing 
six weeks ago at the urgent demand of the 
citizens, after the large number of fatal ac- 
cidents.in Rogers Park and Evanston. Be- 
fore that time the track was not guarded. 
The track at this point curves sharply from 
the northwest, and the place is considered 
one that is especially dangerous. 

After the police had been ordered to guard 


when the companies agreed to place flagmen 
in their places. 

Scott had been in the employment of the 
railroad for a number of years. He served 


during the war in the union army, and was 


a member of John A. Logan Post, G. A. R. 
There have been many narrow escapes at 
the crossing in Chase avenue. On account 
curve the engineers cannot see whether 
e road is clear until they are almost at the 
crossing. Many complaints have been made, 
but until the recent agitation in favor of 
the raising of the tracks was made the rail- 
road company would not keep a flagman sta- 
tioned at that point. The police at the Rogers 
Park station said last night that the death 
of the flagman was evidence of the need for 
the protection of people who passed on the 


road.

FAIRBANKS SPEAKS AT AUSTIN. 


Indiana Senator Addresses Great Crowd 
in the Tent on the Issues of 


the Campaign. 


The largest Republican meeting that has 
been held in Congressman Lorimer’s dis- 
trict this year was held in Austin last night. 
Senator Fairbanks of Indiana was the speak- 
er. Between 5,000 and 6,000 persons were 
crowded into the big tent. Mr. Lorimer was 
unable to be present on acocunt of the iliness 
of his wife, so that the Senator from Indiana 
was the only speaker. He held the attention 
of the audience for over an hour, and re- 


‘viewed the McKinley administration, com- 


paring what has been accomplished with 
Bryan's prophesies of 96.

The speaker was introduced by Charles H., 
Burr of Austin. Among other things Sena- 
tor Fairbanks said: 

** Fellow-citizens, I have come to discuss 
men and measures with you and to bring 
you word from Maine and Vermont, from 
Oregon and Washington, that William Mc- 
Kinley is to be reélected. He is to be re- 
elected because he has accomplished great 
things during his term of office. We must 
elect a Republican House to support him, 
You have here a splendid Representative, 
who has carved out his own fortunes. De- 
feat would mean little to him, but it would 
mean a great deal to the nation. In the last 
House of Representatives we had a majority 
of only fourteen. A Democratic House would 
be a calamity second only to the election of a 
Democratic President.

We must have a House that will 
not veto—it amounts to that—all legislation. 
During the coming four years we want no 
untried and fantastic theorist, but an ex- 
perienced leader. 

Four years ago the financial condition of 
the country was the worst known in its his- 
tory; today its prosperity is unexampled.

Hanna Ignores Pettigrew.

DRESSED BY CANDIDATE. 


Covers Big Triangle in Day’s Tour and 
Advances Some New Ideas in His 
Speeches—Tells the People of Hud- 
sen That Mexico Is Better Of Be- 
cause the United States Retired 
from Her Soil After Defeating Her 


Armies, 


Albany, N. Y., Oct. 17.—William J. Bryan 
ran around two sides of a triangle today 
from Hudson to Albany, inclusive, and proba- 
bly spoke to as cosmopolitan a lot of people 
as he has addressed during the campaign. 
At Hudson he spoke to a gathering of bus- 
iness people of all classes, at Troy to the ca- 
pacity of an opera-house, and with an over- 
flow meeting of collar factory and laundry 
employés; at Mechanicsville to railroad peo- 
ple, at Cohoes to the mass of the employés 
of the cotton and woolen mills, and at Al- 
bany to two immense meetings, one in the 
opera-house and one outside, composed of 
the best element of the city. 


During this speechmaking Mr. Bryan was 


accompanied by Chairman of the State Com- 
mittee Frank Campbell, Judge C. N. Bulger 
of Oswego, ex-Senator Murphy, ex-Mayor 
Francis Malloy of Troy, Mayor Samuel M. 
Jones of Toledo, and J. J. Delaney of New 
York. Messrs. Bulger, Delaney, and Jones 
alternated in the speaking with Mr. Bryan, 
assisting particularly at places where there 
were overflow meetings. 

The great meetings of this trip were held 
at Troy, the home uf ex-Senator Murphy, 
and Albany, the home of ex-Senator Hill. 
Mr. Hill is absent in the West. At both Troy 
and Albany the meetings were phenomenally 
large and enthusiastic, immense overflows 
having to be held to accommodate those who 
desired to see or hear Mr. Bryan. 


New Ideas Advanced. 


Mr. Bryan alluded to many things which 
he has not mentioned at many other places 
during the campaign. At Hudson he said: 

**I believe that Mexico is far better off 
because we took our flag down from the 
capital when the Mexican war was over 
and brought it back to the Rio Grande.

[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Cleveland, O., Oct. 17.—[Special.J]—It is 
possible that Governor Roosevelt's voice 
will fail him before he finishes the work 
mapped out for him by the National com- 
mittee, but the Governor himself says he 
will not have to give up. Last night at Co- 
lumbus he was joined by Dr, Holbrook Cur- 
tis of New York, specialist in throat trouble, 
who at once began his strained and 
inflamed vocal organs. 

“The Governor may hold out; indeed, I 
have little fear that his voice will fail if he 
takes proper care of it, said Dr. Curtis this 
The trouble with the Governor 
is that he breaks all rules of oratory, talk- 
ing out of his throat instead of getting his 
voice up into his mouth. He talks after the 
German fashion, which is good in its way, 
but a poor fashion for a public speaker to 
adopt. His throat is in bad condition and 
I am constantly spraying it.” 

Governor Roosevelt did not send for Dr. 
Curtis, but the doctor is a personal friend 
of Roosevelt and had watched the papers 
daily. When he thought the Governor's 
voice had reached that critical pass where 
prompt attention alone would save it he im- 
mediately joined the candidate. 

Governor Roosevelt is nfident of. the 
lasting qualities of his voice. I shall finish 
the campaign as mapped out,“ he said this 
morning.

JOHN SHERMAN SERIOUSLY ILL. 


Venerable Statesman Grows Gradually 
Weaker and His Relatives Have

Washington, D. C., Oct. 17.—Former Cabi- 
net Officer and Senator John Sherman is 
dangerously ill at his residence on K street 
in this city. The attack has taken the form 
of a general collapse, in part due to the gen- 
eral debility incident to old age and to the 
effects of the serious illness which he suf- 
fered while on a trip to the West Indies two 
years ago. He never has fully recovered 
from that illness. 

Mrs. Sherman’s death during the summer 
at the old homestead at Mansfield, O., where 
the family was staying during the summer, 
also had its effect on the venerable states- 
man, Who deeply mourned her loss.

DANCER SHOOTS "0 KILL 


ZORA CARD WOUNDS JOSEPH PA- 
ZEN, THEATRICAL AGENT. 


Uses Revolver During Altercation in 
Ofice—Woman Declares 
She Was Being Persecuted—Charges 
Injured Man with Conspiracy to 
Prevent Her from Obtaining Em- 
ployment in Chicago—Makes Plea of 
Self-Defense—Telis story to Police. 


Zora Card, a stage dancer, shot and prob- 
ably mortally wounded Joseph Pazen, a the- 
atrical agent, in his office at 126 Washington 
street at 11:40 o’clock yesterday morning. 
Pazen, who is 26 years old and a son of Fire 
Marshal Joseph Pazen, is at the County Hos- 
pital in a precarious condition. 

Mies Card did not attempt to escape after 
the shooting, and submitted to the arrest of 
Central Station detectives, who arrived on 
the scene a few minutes later. She will be 
held. at the Harrison Street Police Station 
pending the result of her victim’s injuries. 

The shooting was the result of a series of 
difficulties which had their incipiency in the 
young woman’s acquaintance with William 
A. Phelon, press agent for the Trocadero. 
Several weeks ago Miss Card prosecuted 
Phelon before United States Commissioner 
Mason for sending her objectionable letters. 
The case is now pending, and she says 
Phelon and Pazen were in a conspiracy to 
prevent her from obtaining employment. 
Not content with this, she says, Pazen tried 
to get her to leave the city so as to prevent 
her from prosecuting Phelon. 

Miss Card said she received a postal card 
from Pazen asking her to call at his office 
yesterday. She went there at 10 o'clock, 


and as Pazen was not in the office returned 


shortly before noon. 

„ When I came in the office,” said Miss 
Card, “I asked Pazen what he wanted of 
me, and he asked me if I wanted to go on the 
road. I told him I did not want to leave the 
city; that he and Phelon had thrown me out 
of employment in Hurtig & Seamon's, and 
that I wanted him to leave me alone. 

„He threatened to throw me out of his of- 
fice, and I told him I believed he was cow- 
ardly enough to doit. He caught me by the 
throat and choked me, and pushed my head 
twice against the wall. Then I pulled my 
revolver from my jacket and fired. I intend- 
ed to shoot him in the shoulder, but the bul- 
let went into his body. But I shot in self- 
defense. It was to preserve my honor, and 
though I am practically a stranger in the 
city I believe that my theatrical acquaint- 
ances will come to my aid.“ 

Miss Card is 23 years old. She is the wife 
of William E. Hilliard, manager of the 
„Coon Hollow company, but has been sep- 
arated from her husband a year. She came 
to Chicago last spring, and sirice then has 
been performing at several vaudeville thea- 
ters under the stage name of Mme. Zora. 
Her home is in Anona, Fla. Her father, 
Milton E. Card, at one time was the owner 
of a prosperous sporting goods business at 
Cazenovia, N. 1. When her father met with 
reverses she started out to earn a living, and 
traveled with concert companies until two 
years ago, when she became premier dancer 
with the Wilbur Opera company, and later 
was with the J. B. Dixon Humpty Dumpty 
troupe. — 


EX-POLICE CAPTAIN IS BEATEN. 


William Buckley Thrown from a Cable 
Train and Assaulted by a Con- 
ductor and Gripman. 


William Buckley, 69 years old and an ex- 
Captain of the Chicago Police department, 
lies at his home, 5300 Lexington avenue, in 
a critical condition, the result of an assault 
made upon him by the conductor and grip- 
man of a Cottage Grove avenue cable train. 

Conductor H. C. Miller, 937 Sixty-eighth 

street, and Gripman James McFarlan, 4450 
Evans avenue, are under arrest accused of 
being the men who committed the assaull. 
They were released on bonds of $700 each 
to appear before Justice Quinn for hearing 
on Oct. 25. 
On Tuesday afternoon Buckley boarded 
a cable car at Adams street and Wabash 
avenue. He gave the conductor his fare 
‘and received a transfer. At Thirty-ninth 
street the car that Buckley was on was 
ewitched into the barns. Buckley wished 
to go to Jackson Park. Just behind the 
cable train he first boarded was one bound 
for Jackson Park. The ex-Captain took a 
seat in the grip car. When the conductor 
came for his fare Buckley presented his 
transfer. This the conductor refused to 
take, informing the passenger that the 
transfer was only good at Fifty-fifth streef. 
The conductor demanded fare, stating if 
it was not forthcoming Buckley would have 
to leave the car. Buckley refused to pay 
and the gripman and conductor, together, 
it is alleged, seized him and forcibly ejected 
him from his seat. Buckley fell on his 
hands and knees in the street. 

The two men were about to board the car 
when Buckley arose and made an effort 
to strike them with a cane he carried. At 
this the two men. it is claimed, again at- 
tacked him, wrenching the cane away from 
him, and the conductor, Buckley says, struck 
him in the back of the headgwith a brake 
handle, rendering him unconscious.

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CASH FOR NEW DORMITORY 


CONDITIONAL DONATION OF $30,- 
000 FOR UNIVERSITY WOMEN. 


Name of the Giver Is Kept Secret and 

the Money Will Be Paid if a Like 

unt Is Contributed — Building 

Will Benefit Students of Moderate 

Means Who Attend the North Shore 

University—Site Will Be Selected at 
an Early Date. 


The conditional donation of $30,000 for the 
erection of a new dormitory for young wom- 
en at Northwestern University has at last 
fulfilled the desires of the Board of Trustees 
in the matter of increased facilities for the 
education of young women who are not able 
to pay the amount of money usually ex- 
pended. Although the trustees refuse to give 
much information on the subject, it is un- 
derstood that $30,000 are to be given on con- 
dition that another $30,000 be raised and 
that the name of the donor be kept secret. 

Although plans for the building have not 
yet been drawn one of the trustees said that 
it would probably be a three-story brick 
structure which will be able accommo- 
date from sixty. to seventy yo women. 
The system empoyed in regard to the occu- 
pants will be the same as that now used 
in College Cottage. It will be in charge of 
the Woman's Educational Aid association 
of Northwestern University. 

Although it is impossible to obtain the 
name of the donor, it is said that, although 
not an alumnus nor a resident of Evanston, 
he has been induced through some sentiment- 
al reason to donate the large sum. 

For years the trustees have endeavored to 
raise sufficient funds for a new dormitory. 
For many young women the expenses are 
too great to meet and they are thus prevent- 
ed from getting an education unless they 


can gain admission to College Cottage, for 


the expense of living in private homes is as 
great as that at the hall. It is always a hard 
task, however, to gain admission to the cot- 
tage, for every room is generally engaged 
for the next year at least eight months before 
the college year opens. At present there are 
fifty-eight occupants of the cottage and near- 
ly sixty are on the waiting list. Hach stu- 
dent pays $100 per year, payable in quarterly 
installments. This makes the expense of 
each week about $2.50. This amount covers 


furnished room, light, fuel, and the washing 


of a certain number of plain pieces. 

Miss Clara Sargeant, preceptress of the 
cottage, in speaking last night of the con- 
ditions surrounding the students, said: “‘ The 
young women who enter here move in as 
good society as those at Woman’s Hall. They 
are not actually poor, but their families are 
in moderate circumstances, and without 
working for an education they could hardly 
get one.“ 

The Board of Trustees has chosen a com- 
mittee, consisting of Dr. Robert D. Sheppard, 


H. H. C. Miller, and William A. Dyche, to 


choose a site for the new building. It is pos- 
sible that it may be erected in the same biock 
with Woman's Hall, although the contem- 
plated enlarging of the hall may prevent the 
erection at that point. 


WILLIAM I. WILSON IS DEAD. 


Former Postmaster General and Author 
of Democratic Tariff Law Expires 
at Lexington, Va. 


Richmond, Va., Oct. 17.—[{Special.]—Will- 
jam L. Wilson, President of Washington and 
Lee University, and Postmaster General in 
President Cleveland’s last Cabinet, died sud- 
denly at Lexington, Va., today. Mr. Wilson 
had been in bad health for some time. He 
spent last winter in the arid regions of Ari- 
zona and was apparently much improved on 
his return. Mr. Wilson suffered from lung 
trouble. While his death was not altogether 
unexpected, it came as a great shock to his 
friends, for he had been attending to his 
duties as President of Washington and Lee 
since the session opened. 


William Lyne Wilson was born in Jeffer- 
son County, Va. (now West Virginia), on 
May 3, 1843. His father, Benjamin Wilson, 
a farmer and schoot teacher, was a Demo- 
cratic leader of local prominence. 

When the war broke out Wilson, then at 
he university; hurried home and enlisted. 

o served for a time in the infantry as a 
private in one. of the local companies, but 
before the war was fairly under way there 
was a demand for cavalry. The boys of 
Charlestown formed a company. Some of 
them were only 15 years old; few of them 
were over 21. It was called the boy com- 
pany,” and as such became famous in the 
annals of the confederacy. Wilson came 
through without a scratch. The worst he 
got was to be captured once and locked up 
in Fort McHenry. 

At the close of the war Wilson returned 
to Columbian College and graduated from 
the law school there. He obtained a place 
as professor of Latin in Columbian College, 
and soon after married Miss Huntington, 
the daughter of the Greek professor in the 
college. Six children were born to them. 

In 1880 Wilson was a delegate to the Na- 
tional Democratic convention at Cincinnati, 
and in the same year he was a candidate 
for Elector-at-Large on the Democratic tick- 
et in West Virginia. He made a thorough 
canvass of the State in that campaign and 
established a record as a vigorous and logical 
speaker. He was elected. On Sept. 6 he 
entered on the duties of President of West 
Virginia University. Two weeks later there 
was a big row and a split in the Democratic 
Congressional convention. Two candidates 
were put up, one of whom was Wilson. He 
entered into the fight enthusiastically, and 
when the votes were counted he was just nine 
ahead of the Republican candidate. 

He was chairman of the Ways and Means 
committee from 1893 to 1895, and so became 
the official leader of the Democratic majority 
in the House, and his work as chairman of 
that committee gave his name to the tariff 
bill passed during Cleveland's second ad- 
ministration. 

Mr. Wilson was appointed Postmaster Gen- 
eral by Cleveland in 1895 and served until 
McKinley’s inauguration, in March, 1897. 

He was chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional convention held in Chicago in 1892. 

Since 1897 he had been President of the 
Washington and Lee University.

THE OGDEN GAS SALE. 

The latest gas war in Chicago is at an end. 
The Ogden company has been bought by the 
so-called gas trust on terms which have 
not yet been made public, but which are 
doubtless satisfactory to the mahagers of 
the Ogden concern. This is what all in- 
telligent Chicagoans have expected. They 
have seen one gas company after another 
organized with the ostensible purpose of 
competing with the old companies. They 
have seen the streets torn up and the pave- 
ments destroyed to lay mains paralleling 
the existing mains. They have witnessed a 
lively show of competition for a time, end- 
ing in the sudden disappearance of that 
particular competition when the new com- 
pany-—whether called the Consumers’, or 
the Equitable, or the Hyde Park, or the 
Ogden company—was swallowed by the old- 
er corporation. | 

The Ogden company is now about to go 
the way of its predecessors, and the former 
price of gas will be restored. Nobody will 
de any better off for this war except the 
persons who have succeeded in holding up 
the gas trust.and compelling it to buy a 
plant which it did not need. Yet there con- 
tinue to be persons who say it is desirable 
that gas mains shall be paralleled, that 
the streets shall be ripped open, and that 
new companies shall make money by sell- 
ing out. There is no remedy for the evils 
of high gas in this method. These evils are 
intensified by it, because the corporation 
that is forced to buy a plant which it does 
not need has to collect from consumers the 
interest on the money it has sunk. Those 
Chicagoans who believe in unlimited com- 
petition in such public service as the supply- 
ing of gas have given little attention to the 
subject. They have been unable to under- 
stand what has been going on under their 
own eyes for the last thirty years. 

Nor is the remedy as yet to be found in

object most strongly to. the destruction of 
the pavements, to the disturbance of 
values, to this holding up of false hopes of 
cheap gas as a result of competition, will 
not look to municipal ownership for relief 
at this time. Intelligent though radical 
supporters of the theory of municipal own- 
ership do not counsel a resort to it under 
present conditions. The reasons for this 
are sufficiently stated in Mr. Lambert Tree’s 
article on Chicago in last Sunpay’s Tris- 
ung. The poor showing made by the city 
in its different bureaus and departments, 
and the inefficiency of the city government's 
personnel as compared with that of other 
kinds of corporations, make the proposition 
of municipal control of great public utilities 
almost ridiculous. A government that can 
give only ill-paved or impassable streets, 
filthy alleys, and unsafe bridges could not. 
give a good gas or street car service if it 
owned the plants. Hardly anybody ad- 
vocates municipal ownership until the city 
first has a civil service based on the merit 
plan and an administration that can carry 
on a large manufacturing business intelli- 
gently. and economically. 

What the Legislature can do in the gas 
matter still remains to be seen. It has a 
power which the city has not, and perhaps 
it can use that power advantageously by 
creating a gas commission similar to the 
one in Massachusetts. The duty of such 
a commission would be to decide on a fair 
price for gas in each of the cities of the 
State. The people of Chicago would have 
faith in the judgments of an honest and in- 
telligent commission of this kind, and if 
it decided that 75 cents would furnish a fair 
profit on a gas company’s capital stock the 
public would not clamor for a lower price, 
nor Would it submit toa higher. Until the 
power of regulating prices is delegated to 
some such body there can apparently be no 
relief from present conditions. 


REPUBLICAN GAINS IN COOK COUNTY. 

If Mr. Robert Burke is correctly reported, 
he draws from the completed registration 
the conclusion that the Democrats will 
carry this city by 20,000 majority—a reduc- 
tion ot 50,000 from his estimate six weeks.

A working politician like Mr. Burke al- 
ways claims larger majorities than he ex- 
pects to get. So Mr. Burke's alleged esti- 
mate of the Democratic majority in this 
city. must be taken subject to a generous 
allowance for brag, bluster, and pretense, 
and perhaps a little unwarranted hopeful- 
ness. Mr. Burke will feel pleased if Mr. 
Bryan gets a bare majority in Chicago. 
But as the State outside of Cook County 
will Mr, McKinley about 75,000 major - 
ity it is evident that even if the Democrats 
should carry Cook the Electoral vote of 
the State would be far beyond their reach. 

Democrats who know how to discount 
Mr. Burke's claims will find cold comfort 
in them, for there is no city election at hand 
to make a Demogcratic majority in the 
thirty-five wards of any value. Presiden- 
tial Blectors and State officers are to be 
chosen. The mocrats can get none of 
them, even if Mr. Burke's prediction as to 
the result in the city should come true. 
There are county officers to be elected. Mr. 
Burke does not believe the Democrats will 
get them, or he would have claimed much 
more than 20,000 majority in the city. 

The registration indicates the reverse of 
what Mr. Burke,affects.to believe it does. 
It justifies the belief that the city and coun- 
ty will give McKinley@5,000 majority, and 
that he will 1 100,000 majority in the 
entire State. This is a conservative esti- 
mate. The following table divides the 
wards into the three classes of Republican, 
Democratic, and “close.” All of those in 
the latter class gave majorities for Mc- 
Kinley in 1896. Some of them gave ma- 
jorities against and some small majorities 
for the Republican State ticket two years 
ago. The table gives the increase or de- 
crease in registration in each ward as com- 
pared with 1896:

THE LEGAL WASHDAYS.

case is, perhaps, the first application of 
government by injunction in household at- 
fairs, but men of all parties will rejoice 
that the Judge has had the courage to 
make it. Other questions growing out 
of the diversified interests in flats and 
the collisions liable to occur any day by 
invasions of individual rights may yet come 
up for settlement, but none is more im- 
portant than the protection and legal defini- 
tion of the time-hallowed weekly washday. 
From time immemorial Monday has been 
consecrated to the family washing. The 
pilgrim mothers observed it and on that 
day the pilgrim fathers kept away from 
the house as much as possible and partook 
of the picked up dinner without grumbling. 
From that time to this, all over this broad 
land, the White garments fluttering in the 
afternoon breezes are testimonials of the 
necessary domestic duty to which Monday 
is consecrated. All men recognize it and 
fleé from the house as early and return as 
late as possible that materfamilias may not 
be interrupted in the performance of the 
day’s work. In flat life the desighation 
of one day for all is manifestly impractica- 
ble. No laundry would be ample enough, 
and even if it were, conflicting feminine 
interests would speedily endanger the peace 
of the little community if they did not pro- 
voke outbreaks of domestic strife and dan- 


would involve the male residents also, thus 
necessitating frequent police interference. 
So by a sort of unwritten law it is under- 
stood that tenants of the first floor shall 
have Monday, or the first day of the week, 
as it is sometimes erroneously designated, 
for the use of washboard and wringer; 
those of the second floor the second day, and 
£0 on—an arrangement which should be 
and generally is satisfactory to tenants 
unless they happen to live above the sev- 
enth floor, when their rights become con- 
fused and are as much in the air as they 
are themselves. In the case brought be- 
fore Judge Tuthill, however, a strong- 
minded tenant of the third floor invaded 
the rights of the tenant of the second ffoor, 
who was equally strong-minded. ‘There was 
a collision at once, which was all the more 
dangerous as no back yard fence separated 
them. Before the difference reached a 
physical expression the janitor intervened 
as an arbiter and, rash man that he was, 
decided in favor of the tenant of the third 
floor—a decision calculated to plunge all 
the domestic affairs of the flat into hope- 
less confusion. Although the average flat 
janitor is as autocratic as the Czar, and 
what he says usually remains unquestioned, 
the tenant of the second floor was 
courageous enough to take the case into 
court and ask for an injunction against 
the tenant of the third floor, which the Judge 
promptly issued. 

The tenant of the second floor will now do 
her washing on Tuesday unmolested and the 
tenant of the third floor will have to do hers 
on Wednesday, probably much to the delight 
of all the other tenants, on whatever figor 
they may happen to live. Apart from the 
mere question of protecting individual 
rights, Judge Tuthill’s decision will be 
hailed with delight as averting what might 
have proved to be a domestic pandemonium. 
The gentlemen on the first floor now know 
that they must keep out of the flat on 
Monday and the gentlemen on the second 
floor on Tuesday, and so on, and all of 
them know that they must expect hash 
for dinner on those days. Had the decision 
of the court been different they could not 
have known where they were at” any 
day of the week. | 


MINWEGEN AND HIS AX. 

Alderman Minwegen of the Twenty- 
fourth Ward, with his ax and case knife, 
deserves to go down in the municipal his- 
tory of Chicago along with Alderman Race 
of the Thirty-fifth Ward, with his shovel 
and wheelbarrow. Alderman Race person- 
ally did a job of street repairing which the 
city administration had refused to do. 
though it was greatly needed. Alderman 
Minwegen personally demonstrated that the 
asphalt paving recently laid on Ohio street 
between Clark and St. Clair streets was im- 
perfect and ought not to be paid for, after 
the city administration had approved of it 
in the face of his protest. The action of 
both men shines by contrast with that of 
*ertain other members of the City Council 
who serve their constituents chiefly by se- 
curing bail bonds for them when arrested 
on criminal charges and in conducting gam- 
bling-houses where any man, without re- 
gard to his political affiliations, may lose his 
money, secure in the certainty that Alder- 
manic “ pull” will protect the “ house” 
from a raid. 

If the present administration is sincere in 
its efforts to give the city an honest govern- 
ment it cannot delay in taking official cog- 
nizance of the state of affairs developed by 
Alderman Minwegen's exposure. It ap- 
pears that the contract for making repairs 
in the asphalt pavement on Ohio street 
was let last fall and that the company and 
its contracts on hand were sold during the 
winter to a new concern, which this spring 
made a pretense of doing the work. The 
work was done so poorly that Alderman 
Minwegen made a protest to the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, and finally the com- 
pany was persuaded to replace it. The 
second attempt proved to be even a worse 
failure than the first. Again Alderman 
Minwegen protested, and succeeded in pre- 
venting payment of the bill for repairs, 
which was promptly presented by the 
asphalt company. Finally, it is said, the 
company succeeded in persuading Com- 
missioner McGann that its work ought to 
be passed and its bill paid. Then as a last 
resort the Alderman drove the engineer of 
the Street department and the superin- 
tendent of the asphalt company out to Ohio 
street and proved to them both that he was 
right and that the repairing done on Ohio 
street was poor and imperfect. As a result 
the engineer has indorsed Alderman Minwe- 
gen's request that the bill be not paid, and 
the asphalt company has decided not to 
insist upon the payment of its bill until the 
work has been done in a satisfactory man- 
ner. 

The city has in its employ a swarm of 
men who draw pay as paving inspectors. 
They must have reported that the repairing 
done on Ohio street was satisfactory. Else 
it is not possible that Commissioner Mc- 
Gann would bave approved the work and 
ordered the bill paid.. The exposure made 
by Alderman Minwegen in a few minutes’ 
work with an ax and a case knife is proof 
that the inspectors who approved the work 
are either incompetent or dishonest. Com-

BOCKEFELLER AND SHAKSPEARE. 

Professor Triggs, having been severely 
criticised for his recent statement in the 
classroom at the University of Chicago to 
the effect that Mr. John D. Rockefeller is 
of equal genius with Shakspeare and quite 
as beneficial to the human race, has made 
a general reply to his critics, in which he 
stands by and amplifies his original state- 
ment. Had the professor confined his ut- 
terance to the claim that Mr. Rockefeller 
possesses genius and is beneficial to 
the university the truth of it would 
have been apparent. He has made the 
mistake of ‘not realizifig that there are 
geniuses and geniuses, in estimating their 
rélative ihfluence. 

Unquestionably in his way Mr. Rocke 
feller is a genius. He is one of the greatest 
captains of finance. He has a genius 
for combination, foresight, and accumula- 
tion. It may not be a high order of genius, 
but it is genius all the same, It requires 
talent to control commercial systems, in- 
dustrial schemes, capitalistic movements, 
and labor organizations, and evolve from 
them an immense fortune. It is a result 
which few men can achieve and it involves 
intellectual faculties and personal attributes 
which are almost a new kind of genius. 

With all his grand intellect and profound 
knowledge of human nature Shakspeare 
could not have accomplished what Mr. 
Rockefeller has done. Had he attempted 
it he would have been in bankruptcy at 
once and would have remained insolvent 
so long as he sought to succeed as a 
financier. On the other hand, if Mr. Rocke- 
feller with his intellectual ability and 
knowledge of human nature should at- 
tempt to write plays he would fail wretched- 
ly. Rockefeller’s dramas would meet with 
a fate as distressing as that which was 
continually harassing Shakspeare’s finances. 
Rockefeller has the new kind of * genius,” 
but it is not Shakspeare’s. Had he writ- 
ten plays Mr. Donnelly would have hesitated 
before ascribing them to Bacon. 

But when Professor Triggs asserts that 


— 


Mr. Rockefeller is of greater or even of 


equal value to the race with Shakspeare, 
then all thinking persons must take issue 
with him. When Mr. Rockefeller passes 
away, whatever influence or power the mil- 
lions which his genius has accumulated 
may give him will pass away with him. 
They will be scattered here and there, and 
the “genius” which collected them will 
speedily be forgotten. The accumulations 
of Shakspeare have survived him for cen- 
turies and they will continue delighting and 
educating and elevating mankind for cen- 
turies to come. The masters of finance 
have their little day. Shakspéare, Homer, 
Dante, Eschylus, and the other great poets 
have all time. 

The college professor's world is usually 
limited to the institution in which he has 
a chair, and Professor Triggs’ world just 
now is the University of Chicago. There 
is no denying that Mr. Rockefeller has been 
beneficial in that world, more so, perhaps, 
than Shakspeare. , 


SETTLEMENT OF THE COAL STRIKE. 

The anthracite coal miners and the 
operators have settled their differences. 
Neither side can claim a victory, but 
moderation and common sense have won 
a victory. The miners’ convention made 
several demands of which the recognition 
of the union was one. The leading operators 
made a counter proposition to raise wages 
10 per cent. The miners said they would 
accept that if the increase was guaranteed 
to last until April 1 next and if the sliding 
scale was abolished. Yesterday these terms 
were acceded to by the principal operators. 
The miners will get 10 per cent advance 
on September wages until April 1 and then 
each operator will take up with its mine 
employés auy grievances they may have. 

Both parties to this controversy have 
given evidence of reasonableness and con- 
servatism. There has been no long-drawn- 
out conflict. There has been no bloody 
The operators have admitted with 
what for them is promptness that some 
of the demands made by their operatives 
were just and should be conceded. That 
has been the belief of the public from 
the moment it learned what the wages 
and conditions of employment in the an- 
thracite region have been. 7 

The miners, on their side, have been 
wise in not pressing the demand for the 
recognition of their organization. No re- 
quest could be more distasteful to the 
operators., They are willing to deal with 
their own men, but not with outsiders. If 
this demand had been pressed: it is more 
than likely that there would have been 
no settlement. There was a union once in 
the anthracite district and so many ob- 
jectionable features were connected with 
it that the mine-owners have resolved that 
never again will they allow the control 
of their properties to pass out of their own 
hands. 

When this strike began every one was 
fearful of what might happen. The miners 
are rough and excitable. The operators 
are obstinate. A peaceful settlement has 
been arrived at without suffering to the 
men or injury to business interests. If a 
labor controversy between such parties can 
be settled amicably there is no reason why 
labor controversies between more intelli- 
gent employés than the coal miners and less 
dictatorial employers than the coal com- 
panies cannot also be terminated speedi 
and peacefully.

The men who help in 
geceiving and counting the ballots are vol- 
unteers from among the electors. When 
the votes are counted it may happen, for 
instance, that Durand, Socialist candidate, 
receives 1,900 votes; Dupont, the Republican 
candtdate, 2,800 votes; and Booneval, the 
Royalist candidate, 3,000 votes. In the 
United States Booneval would be elected. 
Not so. however, in France. Another elec- 
tion is held on the following Sunday, and 
before a candidate is declared elected he 
must. have a clear majority of all the votes 
cast. In most cases the candidates receiv- 
ing the smaller number of votes withdraw, 
leaving the fight on the second Sunday be- 
tween the two leaders. Any man, 25 years 
old, who is not otherwise disqualified, may 
be a candidate for the House of Deputies. 
There are no necessary expenses connected 
with running for office and sometimes a 
Deputy is elected without spending a cent. 
In other cases immense sums are spent and 
bribery is common The deputies are paid 
$5 a day and have also the right to ride free 
on the railroads. The members of the 
House of Deputies and the. Senate sitting 
together elect by a majority vote the Presi- 
dent of the Republic, who serves seven years.

According to the constitution of the 
republic the President is supposed to be 
elected by the direct vote of the people, 
every male citizen 21 years old and having 
a regular means of livelihood being entitled 
to vote. Asa matter of fact, the Presidents 
have usually been chosen either by the 
army as the result of a successful revolu- 
tion or by the Senateand Assembly. Rarely, 
it may be said, is the selection of a President 
ever submitted to the people. The man who

Simon Sam, who was chosen in 1896 and has 
yet three years to serve. The National Leg- 
isigture. of Hayti consists of a Senate and a 
House of Representatives. The members 
of the latter house are elected for a term 
of three years by direct vote of the people. 
Senators are nominated for six years by 
the House of Representatives from two lists, 
one submitted by the President and the other 
by the people. More than nine-tenths ‘of

the dmperial Diet, which consists of two 
Houses, the Upper House consisting of 316 
neblemen and members nominated by the 
Mikado, and the Lower House of 300 mem- 
bers elected by vote of the pedple. Every 
male Japanese 25 years of age and who pays 
annual land tax to the amount of $2.50 or an 
income tax to the amount of $2.50 is entitled 
to vote, There are 2,000,000 qualified voters 
out of a total population of 46.000 000. The 
empire is divided into forty-six districts, 
each with a resident Governor. Bach of the 
districts has a system of prefect and city 
assemblies, members of which are elected 
by vote of male citizens 20 years old who 
pay more than $2.50 annual land tax. In 
order to be eligible for election to the as- 
semblies a man must be 25 years old, must 
have lived in the district three years, and 
must have paid a land tax of more than $5 
a year. 

The Mikado has the power to dissolve the 
Imperiai Diet whenever he wishes, and has 
five times exercised his right since the con- 
stitution went into effect. He has also six 
times suspended its sittings because of “ un- 
reasonable opposition to the government.

ing officer, and then proceed to debate and 
settle whatever may be brought before the 
meeting. 

Whenever the revision or annulment of a 
measure passed by the National Legislature 
is demanded by as many as 30,000 citizens or 
by eight or more of the twenty-two can- 
tons the question must be submitted to the 
popular vote of the nation for decision. Often 
measures passed by the Legislature are thus 
vetoed by the people. Altogether, it is a 
bad country for a thrifty politician.
